FEEDING THE FARM Horse, | 


Faulty Methods , Responsible For. Many | 
Diseases. 

Probably the most important: part 
in the care of the horse is the feeding. 
A large majority of the diseases among 
farm borses result from faulty feeding, 
says C, L. Burnes uf the Colorado ex- 
periment station.. Many make the mis 
take of not xecuting the best feed, 
Their trouble begins when partially 
matured, muxty, dusty feed ix used. 

Several points should be taken into 
consideration when the amoutit of feed 
is decided upon. whether the wnimal ts 
accustumed to dry feed und if in xvod 
flesh or in thin, emaciated cond ‘ion, 

A horse should pot be fed a large 
quantity of hay aud grain witbon, ex- 
ercise, Many think 
«horse Is thin in flesh no work should 
be required of him, It is always bext 
to work the flesh into the animal 
rather than to fatten tim as A steer. 

A good plan Is to bave a stated pro. 
gram as to time and amount of feed 
be given, Horses by a!) means should 
be fed reguiarty. Hay requires time 
for mastication and digestion. |For 
this reason the large percentage of 
hay should be fed at night. Horses 
soon learn the manner of fiving food 
and water, so it i& best to have one: 
feeder and hare this plan followed 
out for all the horses. The horse 
should ‘*eceive some water the first 
thing in the morning. After watering 
feed a smul! amount of hay and then 
give grain after the hay has been- 
eaten. By this plan the feed, which iv

certainty that this animal will raise 
the production of his herd. When this 
can be done it is probably the best 
method to use, but where one knows 


the value of a bull the price asked for.

Blood Tells In the Dairy. 

The dairy calf bas an inherent claim 
to be well born. It is her birthright. 
It should have had the privilege of de- 
scénding from parents with*a good or 
excellent record for dairy production. 
Its ancestors should have been bred 
along a definite live for a detinite end, 
Its sire should be a good, pure bred 
dairy bull, selected because of his abil- 
ity or expected ability to stamp bis 
qualities upon his offspring. If he is 
a mature bull so much the better, No 
farmer or breeder can afford to own a 
poor sire. The dam should be as well 
bred us possible, commensurate with 
the owner's capital ‘and experience. 
Under all circumstances the dam 
should be well nontished. A man that 
wi.) partially starve a pregnant cow is 
devoid of good cow sense. Starvation 
may result not only from giving Insuf- 
ficient feed, but in giving feed of a 
wrong character, A cow kept exces 
sively fat on cern stover and cornmeal 
may still be sturving the ealf.—D, H.

Fhould we inspect the material room 
of a knife manufactory we sbould 60d 
jeavy fron preteen, which stamp out 
trom sheets of brass or iron the metal 
wales aod ining. The bright tips on 
the end of the knife. called “bolsters,” 
ire pressed out of German silver un- 
jer another beavy weight, which does 
t# work ip one blow. Huge shears cut 
trom sheete of Bteel, used only for this 
Jurpose, long strips that are afterward 
fashioned under a press toto eprings 
tor the buck of the knife, 

The rod of steel from which the 
diudes ate made is taken from the ma- 
terial room to the forge. Here one end 
is put into a bed of hot coain, the bet- 
ows are pumped, and the end is soun 
red. 

The skilled forger then bammers the 
blade into shape upon his anvil. and 
wo accurate is bis eye and so exuct his 
band that the blade does not deviate 
a hair's breadth from the little brass 
pattern that is before him and to 
which each blade must correspond ex- 
actly, , 

The blade ts next dipped in water 
and becomes as -hard and brittle as 
gluss. But the edges are rough. It ts 
pearly uniform in thickness and is a 
light gray in color. . 

Again the forger’s skill is brought 
into. play in the tempering. Laying 
the blades on a copper plate over the 
Ore, be watches them as they change 
thelr bue with the degree of heat. first 
to straw color, then to @arker straw 
and vow to the dark purple which de- 
‘potes that the proper degree of heat 
has been obtained. They are plunged 
into cold water as fast as they. reach 
this point, é 
ulf the blades were allowed to remain 
longer over the fire the steel would 
change to a light blue and become so 
soft that the blades. could be bent 
easily. This is perhaps the most_im- 
portant process in the manufacture, 
' ‘The blades are taken next to the 
gtinding room. The grinder must also 
depend upon the accuracy of his eye 
and the training of ais hand, for as be 
preases the blade on the rapidly re- 
volving stone, turning it on both sides 
and grinding all its edges, be prac- 
tically finishes it, though afterward, in 
the cutler’s room, a bigher finish is 
given it. 

From the “wheel room” the blades 
go to the cutler’n room, where they 
find the other parts of the knife and 
where all the parts are put together. 

Each workman here is at work upon 
a particular lot of knives, all. of one 


| pattern. Upon bis work bencb are the 


various parts of the knives, prepared 
by other hands—the center scales that 
separate the biades, the outer brass 
seales of lining, with the German gil- 
ver boistera, which bave been secured 
to the ends by a heavy drop hammer; 
the wood, ivory or pearl scales, the 
springs and the wire riveta. 

Each brass lining, with.its covering, 
is put in a vise, and boles are drilled 
in it for the rivets. A brass wire is 
thrust through the middle of the han- 
die toward the back. This ‘secures the 
spring, and it ia then broken off with 
nippers and headed down with a ham- 
mer. This holds the scales and springs, 
Another rivet throngh the bolster se- 
cures dne blade or two biades if the 
knife has more than one blade bung 
at each end. , 

The several parts age now put to- 
getber. The next provers is “hafting” 
or finishing the covers of the handle, 
which ts done on a leuther wheel coat- 
ed with glue and emery. The rough 
edges are rounded and smoothed, and 
then the knives are carefully examip- 
ed to see if the cutler bas done his 
work properly. 

if the spring vworks easily and the 
blades close without striking the 
knives are sent to the blade pulixber. 

Opn a wooden wheel covered with 
fiiie leather the ordinary blades are 
given a polish called an “ginze finish.” 
Finer grades of knives fre given @ 
“crocus Guisb"~a mirror-like surface— 
on a leather wheel which revolves 
very slowly, tn order that the blades 
shall not become heated upd jose their 
temper, 

The knives are now taken to another 
room, where, on an ollatene, the keen 
eutting edges arb “set.” This done, 
the blades are closed. and the “buY- 
ing wheel” gives the final polish to the 
outer side.—Philadelphia Record.
